The applicant asserts that the references teach away from combining because Haile mentions modified PET while Kelman mentions 
unmodified PET. The examiner respectfully disagrees. The material mentioned by Kelman (secondary reference) is not relevant to the 
current rejection because Kelman is simply relied upon to teach a conventional headliner design. The applicant has failed to show, or 
attempt to show, that one skilled in the art would be incapable of creating a PET modified headliner in the design illustrated in the Figures 
of Kelman. 

The applicant also asserts that modifying Kelman (secondary reference) to utilize the material of Haile (primary reference) would render 
the invention of Kelman unsatisfactory for its intended purpose. Applicant's argument is without merit because the current rejection does 
not rely on a modification of Kelman. Rather, the current rejection relies on a modification of Haile.
